TEACHER ALSO SPEAKS 

That the American people should 
admire the intellectual honesty of 
Federal judges who rule in accord- 
ance with the Constitution is the be- 
lief of President Judge Harold G. 
Knight, of Montgomery County, prin- 
cipal speaker Monday night before a 
joint service club meeting at the Over- 
brook Golf Club. 

Judge Knight, who was the speaker 
ten years ago at the first meeting of 
the Bala-Cynwyd-Narberth Rotary- 
Club, returned Monday to address an 
anniversary celebration shared in by 
the Ardmore club and representatives 
of other neighboring clubs. 

"The Constitution of the United 
States will not fit a collectivist form 
of government. It is not designed for 
fascism or communism. It was writ- 
ten by individuals with an idea to the 
protection of freedom and opportun- 
ity," Judge Knight said. "If we want 
to change our form of government, 
then we should change the Constitu- 
tion and not condemn the men who 
are interpreting it." Joseph J. Skel- 
ton introduced the speaker. 

The jurist regretted the fact that 
relief is coming to be looked upon as 
a substitute for thrift. The example 
of the Government and the bitterness 
caused by bank losses were cited as 
reasons for this change in spirit. 

In a talk conceived in a lighter vein, 
John Dennis Mahoney, English in- 
structor at West Philadelphia High 
School, touched on many of the same 
topics. With obvious reference to the 
Hauptmann case he said: "Judges 
used to have the last word. Now the 
decision of the Court is apt to be 
taken as the topic of an interminable 
debate." 

Brief remarks were made by Wil- 
liam P. Landis, president of the Ard- 
more club; Dr. William A. Pearson, 
former district governor; Henry 
Schramm, present governor; Dr. Wil- 
mer Krusen, of Philadelphia, and

Roland Fleer, Narberth attorney for 
the Home Rule group in the initial 
hearing, was their representative in 
Argument Court, while Franklin L. 
Wright, Norristown, again was coun- 
sel for the merger petitioners. 

The hearing was held before Presi- 
dent Judge Harold G. Knight, Judge 
George C. Corson and Judge William 
F. Dannehower, sitting en banc. The 
Court's decision is not expected for 
several weeks. 

Mr. Fleer quoted as follows from 
Section 303 of the General Borough 
Act in his brief filed with the Court: 

"All costs and expenses incident to 
the proceedings for the annulment of 
the charter or change of title, as 
aforesaid, shall be paid by the peti- 
tioners." 

Mr. Wright, in his brief, held that 
the only allowable costs were $5 for 
filing exceptions to the merger peti- 
tion. Other items, he maintained, 
were not recoverable costs.

R. M. Staley, Narberth veterinarian 
in charge of the pound; Dr. Richard 
Kern and Dr. George W. Grim, of the 
Lower Merion Board of Health; Ju- 
lius Zieget, president of the Commis- 
sioners; Dr. George A. Sloan, Nar- 
berth Board of Health president; Su- 
perintendent of Police Charles P. 
Smith; Dr. Max Strumia, chief pa- 
thologist at Bryn Mawr Hospital; Dr. 
William H. Ivens, Ardmore veteri- 
narian. 

Walter D. Faries, Bala-Cynwyd at- 
torney, questioned the legal right of 
the township to go on private property 
to seize dogs. Mr. Faries was coun- 
sel for the Carwithen family of Mer- 
ion this week in the case wherein a 
daughter, Miss Nona Carwithen, gave 
up a dog, which she had taken from 
the street in Cynwyd into her car, up- 
on demand of the dog catchers. She 
paid $8.50 before Magistrate Frank- 
lin P. Kromer to obtain the dog's re- 
lease. 

L. Johnson, Penn Valley; Dr. Gib- 
son Bell, headmaster of Montgomery 
School and rector of All Saints 
Church, and others inquired just how 
far the township expected to go in its 
enforcement. Mr. Jefferies replied 
that the dog catching agencies had 
orders to withdraw from private prop- 
erty "when a dog reaches the sanc- 
tuary of the house," inside the door. 

Two specific protests were made, 
one by Mrs. Henry Elmer Howell, 
Rosemont, who said that dog catchers 
forced her chauffeur to give up her 
12-year-old Boston Bull "which has 
no teeth to bite with" from the kit- 
chen of her home under threat of ar- 
rest. She praised Dr. Staley's work 
at the pound very highly. In the 
other, Mrs. J. West, of Barrett ave- 
nue, Bryn Mawr, wanted to know 
when her fine would be returned. She

Walter D. Fuller, presiding officer, j 
said the gathering was not a "protest ! 
meeting" and ably kept it from becom- • 
ing such. 

The following facts of valuable im- 
portance to all residents, especially | 
owners of dogs were brought out by I 
the speakers: | 

In January, a dog, maddened by! 
disease, started a death trot from j 
Overbrook, passing through Lower ' 
Motion Township and coming to his j 
end a week later in West Chester. The J 
number of dogs he bit on his fatal 
journey is unknown. | 

On February 11 the head of a dog, 
which had died in Cynwyd, was sent 
to the Harrisburg State laboratories j 
for examination. The next day a pos-j 
' itive report of death from rabies was j 
| sent to the Lower Merion Board of 
i Health. j 

On February 17 the Board of 
Health "presented the Township Com-j 
missioners with a dog quarantine," 
asking that the State dog law be en- \ 
forced. The quarantine went into 
effect February 19 "until further no-; 
tice." Narberth's Board of Health! 
immediately put into effect a similar I 
quarantine for that borough. | 

The State law provides that 
an officer may shoot any unli- 
censed dog running-at-large, may 
enter any building in pursuit of 
the same, may shoot any dog be- ■ 
tween sunset and sunrise that is ; 
not strictly under control of its ] 
owner or guardian. 

On March 18 the Township 
Commissioners adopted a Board 
of Health resolution permitting 
dog catching agencies to enter the 
premises of an owner to seize a 
dog not on a leash, not penned 
up, not exercising on a line. 
March 23 a State dog quarantine 
went into effect for 100 days in Mont- 
gomery County, with township and 
borough authorities to continue ac- 
tual enforcement of their own quaran- 
tines, but with the State reserving 
j the right to take charge at any time. 
j Of the 279 dogs impounded in Low- 
l er Merion-Narberth recently, 17 have 
j been rabid, or 6.1%. Twenty-eight 
j persons have been bitten since Feb- 
] ruary 22, but not one case of death 
i by rabies in this section has occurred. 
j No cases of dog rabies have been 
j discovered in the last twelve days. 

Rabies is positively fatal once the 
] symptoms have set in following an 
j incubation period in humans of three 
j weeks to six months, in dogs from 10 
days to three months or longer. A 
! person bitten should report to health 
authorities at once with the dog being 
i placed immediately under observa- 
; tion. 

Inoculation of dogs helps prevent 
j the spread of rabies, but only parti- 
I ally. A proper quarantine can event-] 
tially stamp out the disease entirely 
i as it has in England, Denmark, Nor- 
way, Sweden and Austrailia. 

The quarantine thus far has cost 
Lower Merion Township $3,550.80, in- i
